LEOPOLDVILLE,  The  Congo, 

Feb.  14  (UPI) — The  slaying  of 
Patrice  Lumumba  took  on  an  air 
of  martyrdom  today  and  United 
Nations  forces  alerted  their 
troops  throughout  the  Congo 
against  the  possibility  of  mass 
reprisals  by  his  leftwing  sup- 
porters. 

The  slaying,  announced  yester- 
day in  the  Katanga  province  cap- 
ital of  Elisabethville,  brought  to 
a head  a simmering  crisis  the 


United  Nations  has  been  sitting 
on  since  shortly  after  the  Congo 
gained  independence  from  Bel- 
gium eight  and  a half  months 
ago. 

EUROPEANS  whispered  fear- 
fully of  a new  “night  of  the  long 
knives” — a phrase  that  cropped 
up  during  the  Hitler  purges  of 
the  1930’s  and  at  the  start  of 
the  Algerian  war  six  years  ago.

VOTE  ON  the  bill  was  11-6 
with  one  senator  abstaining. 

Voting  came  after  the  Senate 
had  heard  both  champions  and 
of  NSA  from  outside  the  Senate, 
and  had  debated  lengthily  among 
its  members. 

SENATORS  IN  favor  of  retain- 
ing NSA  membership  generally 
claimed  that  it  has  never  had  a 
real  opportunity  for  activity  at 
Brigham  Young  University. 

Those  opposed  to  continued 
membership  in  NSA  claimed  that 
it  has  moved  from  its  original 
field — the  student  world — to  po- 
litical spheres.  They  say  that  it 
has  had  ample  opportunity  to 
prove  itself  at  BYU. 

NSA  has  been  in  a frying- 
pan  of  controversy  at  BYU  for 
over  a year,  with  pros  and  cons 
bitterly  argued. 

ONE  OF  ITS  most  active  sup- 
porters was  ex-Senator  Doug 
Rhoton,  who  resigned  from  the 
Senate  Monday  night.  Senator 
Rhoton  is  leaving  BYU  to  study 
at  the  University  of  Mexico.  He 
has  been  in  the  Senate  for  two 
years  as  one  of  its  most  active 
members.

The  Congo  is  broke,  hungry 
and  disorganized.  Only  the  pres- 
ence of  the  U.N.  force  has  kept 
it  from  disintegrating  and  Sec- 
retary General  Dag  Hammar- 
skjold  has  warned  he  may  have 
to  pull  the  troops  out  if  a civil 
war  erupts. 

THIS  WOULD  create  a vac- 
uum that  would  suck  in  military 
aid  from  East  and  West  and  pos- 
sibly turn  the  Congo  from  a cold 
war  center  to  an  East-West  hot 
war. 


Russians  Praise 
Rocket  To  Venus 
Accomplishment 

MOSCOW,  Feb.  14  (UPI)  — 
The  Russians  kept  their  Venus 
rocket  on  radio  silence  today  but 
crowed  noisily  themselves  about 
their  cosmic  achievement. 

As  the  interplanetary  station, 
sped  along  at  9,112  miles  an 
hour  on  a journey  that  will  take 
more  than  three  months,  Soviet 
scientists,  journalists  and  poli- 
ticians joined  in  triumphant 
praise  of  their  Communist  sys- 
tem which  spawned-  it. 

TASS  NEWS  agency  cited  it  as 
proof  of  the  superiority  of  Soviet 
technological  education  over  that 
in  the  West. 

TASS  said  Soviet  scientists 
would  have  the  rocket’s  radio 
broadcast  only  every  five  days 
for  tracking  purposes,  at  least 
until  it  got  to  the  vicinity  of 
Venus.  Information  bulletins  will 
be  issued  once  a week. 


Anhueoiogists  Go  to  Mexico  Ruin 


Six  members  of  an  archaeological  expe- 
dition left  Brigham  Young  University  Sat- 
urday by  car  destined  for  Mesoamerica. 

Under  the  direction  of  Dr.  M.  Wells  Jake- 
man,  the  expedition  will  mark  the  fourth 
season  of  BYU  exploration  in  the  region  of 
an  ancient  walled  city  now  called  Aguacatal 
in  (Ilampeche,  Mexico. 

THE  CITY  was  discovered  in  1943  in  the 
jungle  country  of  southeastern  Mexico  and 
tentatively  identified  as  the  famous  walled 
city  Tullan  or  “Place  of  Abundance”  men- 
tioned in  the  early  chronicals  of  Mesoamerica. 

“The  main  purposes  of  this  expedition 
are  to  provide  advanced  training  in  field 
methods  for  students  on  the  staff  and  to 
continue  the  scientific  exploration  of  the 
ruins  of  Aguacatal,”  said  Dr.  Jakeman. 

MEMBERS  OF  the  party  include  Carl 
Hugh  Jones,  assistant  director;  Ray  T.  Math- 
leny°  and  Lloj'd  H.  Burchkle,  graduate  stu- 
dents in  archaeology;  Eduardo  Martinez, 
surveyor  and  cartographer;  M.  Harvey  Tay- 
lor and  Laurence  0.  Anderson,  undergrad- 


uate student  sin  archaeology;  and  Hayward 
Baker,  dewatering  specialist. 

Further  mapping  of  the  ancient  city  and 
test-pitting  of  the  great  encircling  earthen 
wall  discovered  in  1958  to  learn  its  date  and 
manner  of  construction  will  be  done  by  the 
crew. 

OTHER  PROJECTS  include  stratigraphic 
test  trenches  in  the  plazas  and  probes  into 
some  of  the  numerous  temple  pyramids  for 
the  possible  discovery  of  additional  monu- 
ments or  art  works. 

Dewatering  pumps  must  be  set  up  to  low- 
er the  water  table  in  one  section  to  permit 
a sampling  of  possible  shred  deposits  at  lower 
levels,  which  may  contain  the  occupational 
histdrv  of  the  site  down  to  its  beginning. 

“THE  HIGH  WATER  table  of  the  region 
has  so  far  prevented  the  recoi-d  from  being 
carried  down  more  than  seven  feet  below 
the  surface,  or  to  approximately  the  time 
of  Christ,”  Dr.  Jakeman  said. 

“There  are  indications  that  the  founding 
of  the  city  may  date  back  to  the  sixth  or 
fifth  century  B.C.”

BYU  Tables  Housing  Developmer 
For  Marrieds^  Seeks  Cooperation

Plans  for  a married  students 
housing  development  have  been 
tabled  until  agreement  between 
city  and  university  officials  can 
be  reached. 

CONTROVERSY  raged  dur- 
ing exam  week  when  most  stu- 
dents were  reading  only  texts 
and  since  that  time  few  advanc- 
es have  been  made. 

Provo  City  refused  to  accept 
the  plans  submitted  by  the  uni- 
versity for  the  project,  giving 
as  a major  reason  that  the  plans 
did  not  meet  city  building  code 
requirements.  City  officials 
maintained  the  buildings  must 
include  fire  equipment,  wet 
stand  pipes,  and  provide  fire 
exits  from  the  third  floor  apart- 
ments. " 

THE  PROBLEM  of  the  fire 
exits  has  been  solved,  and  the 
city  can  waive  the  wet  stand 
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pipa  requirement.  And  although 
Provo  considered  sending  the 
plans  to  Los  Angeles  for  build- 
ing code  evaluation,  structural 
engineer  Glen  L.  Enke  checked 
the  plans  in  Provo. 

Enke  reported  that  some  pha- 
ses of  the  buildings  did  not  meet 
the  minimum  requirements, 
while  other  items  far  exceeded 
the  requirements  of  the  code. 
Plans  have  been  returned  to  the 
university  and  difficulties  are 
being  resolved. 

DURING  preliminary  sessions, 
however,  problems  concerning 
the  use  of  utilities  were  sore 
spots.  Ben  Lewis,  a member  of 
the  administrative  council  in 
charge  of  special  services, 
charged  that  the  city  was  at- 
tempting to  delay  the  project  to 
retaliate  for  BYU’s  putting  in 
gas  ranges  instead  of  electric 
ones.  Using  gas  in  place  of  elec- 
tricity would  deprive  Provo  City 
power  of  substantial  fees. 

Definite  problems  were  in- 
volved in  the  proposal  to  install 
electrjc  power.  Reports  at  first 
indicated  that  the  city  wanted 
BYU  to  supply  the  necessary 
equipment. 

REALIZING  THAT  rates  to 
students  would.be  about  $27  a 
year  for  each  apartment,  the  un- 
iversity decided  to  install  gas. 
ranges,  avoid  higher  electricity 
rates  caused  by  excessive  use  of 
power  at  peak  times  and  avoid 
the  installation  cost  of  the  addi- 
tional electrical  equipment. 

The  university  and  city  are 
now  attempting  to  solve  ques- 
tions as  to  how  a cooperative 
arrangement  could  be  made  so 
BYU  and  Provo  could  share  in 
the  expense. 

IN  A SPECIAL  statement  to 
the  press,  Lewis  also  said, 
“Frankly  the  actions  of  the  city 
have  jeopardized  the  project 
which  was  to  have  been  started 
shortly,  but  has  been  seriously 
delayed.” 

He  pointed  out  that  the  delaj^ 
caused  by  the  attempt  to  solve 
Provo-University  differences  is 
“holding  up  an  anticipated  pay-
